ation off all problems connected with the aerial

The question of ground defence, 
including anti-aircraft batteries and 
balloon barrages should be examin- 
ed, continued Mr. Dalton, who 
supported his demands by _ point- 
ing out that through the change of 
personnel in the Air Ministry, the 
Prime Minister had had to admit 
that several matters still had to be 
put in order. 

Germany's superiority to England 
in the air was a serious matter'as 
Germany possessed at least 750 ‘more 
first-line military planes than Bri- 
tain and the lead was probably still 
greater. 

Mr. Dalton then criticised the 

_ composition of the Air Ministry, 
po‘nting out that as far as he knew 
not a single member of the Air 
Council possessed any technical 
qualifications nor had flown in an 
aeroplane, quite apart from not 

_ being able to pilot a plane or fire 
the guns. 

In conclusion, Mr. Daltgn dealt 
with ground defence and ‘air raid 
precautions and criticised the ex- 

- pert of aeroplanes to foreign coun- 
tries. 

PREMIER’S REPLY 

The, Prime Minister, first to re- 
ply, declared by way of introduc- 

_ tion that he regarded the Opposi- 
tion motion as a vote of censure if 
not formulated as such. Mr. Cham- 
berlain stated that he did not wish 
to deny that progress in aerial] re- 
armament had not come up to ex- 
pectations and had caused some dis- 
appointment but at the same Bri- 

...tain- to-day_possessed :an. air. arm_of. 
which any country could be proud 
and which when called upon, could 
prove its great strength. 

The demand for an enquiry could 
not be met, continued the Prime

‘THOROUGH METHODS 

Referring to the new Secretary

The first squadron 
of Gauntlets formed in 1925 had a 
top speed of 230 m.p.h. But now 
they had passed the 300 m.p.h.

fastest fighter service squadrons 
anywhere in the world. 


In speaking of bombers he could 


not, of course, disclose the range} 


or bomb loads of the latest types, 
but those in service were the fastest 
bombers in the world, and new 
types which . were now on order 
showed such a.marked advance on 
those in service in all respects that 
he thought it was very unlikely 
that their performance would be 
surpassed by the bombers of any 
other country. : 
SHADOW FACTORIES . 

Speaking of the shadow factor- 
ies, object of which was to give a 
great increase in war potential, 
Mr. Chamberlain said there was 
no part of Britain’s air defence 
which had made a deeper impres- 
sion on foreign visitors. 

He next answered advocates of 
so-called mass production, anc 
mentioned that while in an ordin- 
ary motorcar engine there were 
about seventeen hundred parts, ' in 
the modern bomber there were 
eleven thousand. parts to the en- 
gine alone, and upwards of seventy 
thousand for the rest of the plane.

Despite the British Consul’s pre- 
cautionary warnings to British 
subjects in—-Kaifeng and Cheng- 
chow, most of them insist on. re- 
maining, to assist wounded and 
refugees. 


‘KWEITEH POSITION 


The situation in Kweiteh is 
somewhat obscure, but one for- 
eigner telegraphed at the week-end 
that the town is in Chinese hands, 
and developments are expected at 
any moment. : : 

Kaifeng, where there are many 
missionaries, including 14 China 
Inland Mission workers, is nearing 
the danger zone, but foreigners in 
Chengchow express the hope that 
they may breathe more freely, at 
least for another month.
